ince  the  age  of  10,  Jessica  Andrews  has  been  singing  in  front  of  people.  Since  the 
age  of  16,  she  has  been  singing  in  front  of  the  world,  most  recently  on  tours  with 
Tim  McGraw,  Trisha  Yearwood  and  Faith  Hill. 
On  the  heels  of  her  recent  "Who  I  Am"  CD,  Jessica  is  one  of  the  most  popular 
teenage  stars  in  the  music  world.  Though  you'll  find  her  CDs  in  the  country  music 
section  of  record  stores,  there's  definitely  a  wider  appeal. 

About  the  song  "Karma,"  which  is  on  the  new  CD,  Jessica  says:  "This  song  is  so  cool 
and  different  than  anything  out  there,  pop  or  country.  It  just  makes  me  laugh  when  I 
hear  it.

In  the  early  1980s,  a  band  called  the  Tennessee  River  Boys  played  a  regular 
gig  at  the  Opryland  amusement  park  in  Nashville.  The  band  eventually 
changed  its  name  to  Diamond  Rio  and  hooked  up  with  a  record  company 
in  1990.  Since  then,  there  has  been  no  stopping  this  high-powered  band  that  has 
churned  out  hit  after  hit. 

The  band-made  up  of  singer  Marty  Roe,  guitarist  Jimmy  Olander,  bassist  Dana 
Williams,  keyboardist  Dan  Truman,  mandolin  player  Gene  Johnson  and  drummer 
Brian  Prout-has  always  been  known  as  a  band  of  great  musicians. 

But  on  their  new  record,  "One  More  Day,"  it's  their  vocals  that  are  drawing  attention. 
On  top  of  the  record's  wide  range  of  songs-everything  from  pop  to  bluegrass  to  ballads— 
the  band  members  collaborate  on  harmony  vocals  that  take  the  energy  to  a  new  level. 

Part  of  Diamond  Rio's  success-which  includes  19  top-ten  country  hits  and 
induction  into  the  Grand  Ole  Opry-stems  from  the  fact  that  they  always  keep  their 
listeners  in  mind  when  putting  songs  together. 

On  the  new  record,  there's  a  song  called  "Stuff."  "This  song  is  fun,"  Marty  says,  "but 
at  the  same  time,  it's  absolutely  true.  I  listen  to  it  and  I  go,  'Yep.  I  got  a  garage  full  of 
stuff,  and  I  got  an  attic  full  of  stuff  that  I'll  never  throw  away.'  And  I  think  everyone 
can  relate  to  that."  -fc

Born  in  Louisiana  and  raised  in  Texas,  Chris  Cagle  started  messing  around  with  the 
guitar  during  his  senior  year  in  high  school.

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A  conversation  with  Toby  Keith

In  that  time,  the  Academy  of  Country 
Music  honored  Toby  with  two  major  awards-top  male  vocalist  and  album  of  the  year. 
His  new  single,  "Talkin'  About  Tonight"  (from  the  newly-released  CO,  "Pull  My  Chain") 
is  climbing  the  charts  as  you  read  this.  He  spoke  to  us  from  Fargo,  North  Dakota,  where 
his  band  was  on  a  tour  stop  with  Brooks  &  Dunn. 

We  heard  that  you  are  a  Former  FFA  member.  True? 

Yeah,  I  was  a  member  of  the  Moore  FFA  Chapter  in  Oklahoma.  My  family  had  an  acreage 
with  horses. 

How  did  you  Feel  playing  For  FFA  members  at  last  year's  national  FFA  convention? 

That  was  fun.  You  know,  somewhere  along  the  line  I  lost  my  FFA  jacket.  My  wife  has  kept 
hers,  and  I'm  envious.  1  wish  I  still  had  mine. 

Who  were  your  Favorite  musicians  growing  up? 

Lots  of  people.  Everybody  who  was  a  singer  and  songwriter,  I  liked  something  they  did. 
Jimmy  Buffett,  Merle  Haggard,  Bob  Seger,  The  Eagles,  stuff  like  that. 

What  were  the  early  days  oF  your  music  career  like? 

I  played  in  little  bitty  taverns  and  things  around  my  hometown.  It  was  just  a  group  of  high 
school  boys  who  got  together  and  worked  50  or  60  songs  up  in  the  garage  and  then  we'd  go 
play  for  tips. 

Tell  us  about  your  new  CO  that  just  came  out  in  August. 

I'm  very  happy  with  it.  It's  all  attitude.  At  a  time  when  radio  stations  were  complaining  they 
didn't  have  enough  music  with  attitude,  we've  come  in  here  and  brought  some  attitude 
with  "How  Do  You  Like  Me  Now?"  and  "Country  Comes  to  Town"  and  some  of  those  things 
from  the  last  record-and  they  worked  really  well.  For  the  new  record,  we  didn't  reproduce 
those  songs,  we  just  brought  more  attitude  to  the  table. 

How  does  your  songwriting  process  work? 

I  come  up  with  an  idea  first  and  build  from  the  inside  out.  The  song  is  in  its  advanced 
stages  before  I  really  have  to  pick  a  guitar  up. 

Now  that  you've  enjoyed  great  success,  how  do  you  view  the  rough  parts 
oF  your  career? 

I  had  a  tough  ride,  but  I  can't  complain.  Nothing  was  ever  given  to  us.  We  had  to  fight  for 
everything  we  got. 

And  now  you're  doing  what  you  want  to  do. 

Exactly. 

Do  you  have  any  advice  For  today's  youth? 

Do  the  right  thing.  It's  tough  out  there-there's  tremendous  peer  pressure.  Check  your  ego  at 
the  door  and  don't  be  afraid  to  stand  up  for  what  you  think  is  right.  *

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Animal  geneticist 

By  studying  the  biological 
makeup  of  animals,  these 
scientists  investigate  how 
biological  traits  such  as  color, 
size  or  disease  resistance  pass 
from  one  generation  to  the 
next.  They  also  determine 
how  an  animal's  environment 
contributes  to  the  origin,  trans- 
mission and  development  of 
inherited  traits.  With  new  tech- 
nology, animal  geneticists  now 
have  the  ability  to  alter  or 
produce  new  traits  in  a  species. 

education:  A  four-year  degree 
in  animal  science,  biology, 
microbiology  or  biochemistry  is 
required.  For  some  positions,  a 
master's  or  doctorate  degree  is 
needed.  High  school  classes  in 
agriculture,  science  and  math 
are  recommended.

Considered  a  dream  job  by 
many  FFA  members,  this  is  a 
rewarding  career  for  animal 
lovers,  but  the  number  of 
applicants  accepted  at  veteri- 
nary schools  is  extremely  limit- 
ed. Vets,  who  usually  specialize 
in  either  large  or  small  animals, 
treat  diseases  and  injuries, 
immunize  and  inspect  animals. 
They  also  provide  owners  with 
advice  on  animal  care. 

education:  A  degree  from  one 
of  the  27  veterinary  schools  in 
the  U.S.  is  required.  Before 
being  accepted,  many  students 
already  have  four-year  degrees 
in  biology,  animal  science  or  a 
related  field.  High  school  class- 
es in  agriculture,  science  and 
math  are  recommended.

Aquaculturalist 

Aquaculturists  breed,  grow  and 
harvest  fish  and  other  water- 
related  products  such  as  trout, 
catfish,  salmon,  shrimp  and 
oysters  for  use  as  food,  bait  and 
stock  for  ponds  and  lakes.  Like 
livestock  farmers,  aquaculturists 
must  be  knowledgeable  in  all 
aspects  of  animal  handling  and 
care  if  they  want  to  maximize 
hatching  and  growth  rates. 
In  addition  to  feeding  and 
preventing  disease,  they  clean 
tanks  and  maintain  water 
regulation  equipment. 

education:  a  four-year  degree 
in  biology  or  a  related  field  is 
required  for  most  positions 
(a  high  school  education  or 
two-year  degree  is  required 
for  entry-level  positions).  High 
school  classes  in  agriculture, 
business  and  science  are 
recommended.

Kennel  manager 

Kennel  managers  provide 
temporary  care  for  small  com- 
panion animals  like  cats  and 
dogs.  Kennel  operators  and 
their  employees  spend  most  of 
their  time  exercising,  bathing, 
grooming,  feeding  and  water- 
ing the  animals.  Many  kennel 
operators  also  help  with  breed- 
ing, provide  obedience  training 
and  sell  pet  food  and  supplies. 

education:  A  high  school  edu- 
cation is  required,  but  a  two- 
or  four-year  degree  in  business, 
animal  science  or  a  related  field 
can  improve  a  kennel  manager's 
job  prospects  and  business  and 
animal  handling  skills.

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Wildlife  biologist 

You'll  find  wildlife  in  oceans, 
on  farms,  in  forests,  in  rivers 
and  in  your  backyard.

Also  called  wildlife 
managers,  these  professionals 
study  the  impact  humans  and 
other  factors  have  on  wildlife 
populations  and  migrations. 
Based  on  their  observations 
and  data,  they  constantly 
look  for  ways  to  improve  wild 
animals'  overall  well  being.

Livestock  technician 

Livestock  technicians  are 
employed  by  farms  and  other 
animal  owners  to  produce  high 
quality  cattle,  poultry,  sheep, 
goats,  swine  and  other  types 
of  livestock.  These  professionals 
must  be  able  to  apply  their 
knowledge  and  training  in 
animal  husbandry,  nutrition, 
hygiene  and  animal  physiology. 
Livestock  technicians  closely 
monitor  animals'  physical 
condition  and  work  with  vet- 
erinarians for  vaccinations  and 
treatments  for  disease. 

education:  A  two-  or  four-year 
degree  in  animal  science  or  a 
related  field  is  required.  High 
school  classes  in  agriculture  and 
business  are  recommended.

Horse  trainer 

Horse  trainers  keep  horses  in 
peak  physical  and  mental 
condition.  They  prepare  horses 
for  racing,  police  work,  polo, 
trail  riding,  movie  appear- 
ances, rodeos  and  more. 
Trainers  determine  horses' 
eating  and  exercise  schedules 
and  supervise  and  hire  the 
services  of  grooms,  farriers, 
riders  and  veterinarians,  all  of 
whom  contribute  to  a  horse's 
well  being. 

education:  A  two-  or  four-year 
degree  in  animal  or  equine 
science  is  generally  required. 
High  school  classes  in  agriculture 
and  business  are  recommended.

salary:  Most  trainers  begin 
their  careers  assisting  trainers, 
so  pay  starts  in  the  $20,000 
range.

Zoo  keeper 


Zoo  keepers  have  direct  contact 
with  animals  on  a  daily  basis. 
In  a  way,  they  assume  roles 
as  parents-they  feed,  water 
and  groom  animals.  They 
play  with  animals  and  provide 
companionship.  Their  special- 
ized training  also  enables  them 
to  detect  physical  and  mental 
problems  in  the  animals.  When 
zoo  visitors  are  on  hand,  zoo 
keepers  answer  questions  and 
provide  information  about 
animals. 

education:  A  two-  or  four-year 
degree  in  zoology,  biology  or 
an  animal-related  field  is 
required.  High  school  classes  in 
agriculture  and  biology  classes 
are  recommended.

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To  drink,  or  not  to  drink 

The  hard  truth  about  teens  and  alcohol 


ere's  a  sobering  fact: 
At  least  three  million 
American  teens  have  a 
problem  with  alcohol.  They 
miss  school,  get  poor  grades 
or  say  and  do  things  that  get 
them  into  trouble-all  under 
the  influence  of  beer,  wine  or 
hard  liquor.  They  drive  drunk, 
sometimes  crashing  their  cars 
and  injuring  or  killing  innocent 
bystanders,  passengers  or 
themselves.  They  get  into  fights 
and  lose  close  friends. 

Many  kids  drink,  and  often 
drink  heavily,  despite  evidence 
that  alcohol  consumption- 
especially  at  an  early  age-can 
have  serious  consequences. 
Studies  have  shown  that  the 
younger  people  are  when  they 
first  start  drinking  alcohol,  the 
more  likely  they  are  to  become 
alcoholics  as  adults. 

Ninth  graders  who  drink  are 
almost  two  times  more  likely 
to  attempt  suicide  than  their 
non-drinking  peers.  Teenage 
girls  who  drink  alcohol  are 
four  times  more  likely  than 
non-drinkers  to  suffer  from 
emotional  problems  such  as 


depression.  Some  studies 
even  show  that  young  people 
who  drink  heavily  can  cause 
problems  in  their  brains,  such 
as  decreased  learning  ability 
and  memory  skills. 

Real  life  consequences 
Of  course,  all  the  scientific  data 
in  the  world  often  means  little 
in  real  life.  You  may  or  may 
not  know  someone  with  an 
alcohol  problem,  and  even  if 
you  do,  you  may  not  realize  it. 
Drinking  problems  aren't 
always  obvious.  You  may  have 
experimented  with  alcohol 
once  or  twice  yourself,  with  no 
harm  done,  and  now  wonder 
why  you  have  to  wait  until 
you're  21  to  drink  legally. 
The  answer,  says  Ann 
Bradley,  a  spokesperson  with 
the  National  Institute  on 
Alcohol  Abuse  and  Alcoholism, 
has  everything  to  do  with 
being  a  teen.  "It's  easy  when 
you're  young  to  think  that 
you're  invincible,"  says  Bradley, 
herself  a  recovering  alcoholic 
for  the  last  20  years.  "I  certainly 
did.  Looking  back  now,  though,

it's  a  whole  different  view." 

Drinking,  says  Bradley,  can 
lead  people-especially  young 
people  inexperienced  with  the 
effects  of  alcohol-to  do 
extremely  dangerous  things. 
"From  your  very  first  drink  your 
judgement  is  impaired,"  says 
Bradley.  "And  especially  as  a 
teenager,  with  an  active 
lifestyle,  you  need  to  have  all 
your  faculties  intact  all  the  time." 

Alcohol  can  spell  trouble 
Bradley  lists  getting  behind 
the  wheel  of  a  car  as  the  most 
likely  circumstance  to  get  a 
drinking  teen  into  trouble, 
followed  closely  by  unwanted 
or  unplanned  sexual  encoun- 
ters-encounters that  can  lead 
to  arrests,  pregnancies  or,  at 
the  very  least,  humiliation 
and  regret. 

To  drink  or  not  to  drink  is  a 
choice  you  will  undoubtedly 
face  at  some  point  during 


high  school  and  college. 
Ultimately,  it's  your  decision, 
but  considering  the  potential 
consequences,  you'd  be  wise 
to  just  say  "no."

To  make  the  process  work  as 
smoothly  as  possible,  the  FFA 
has  computerized  the  process. 
"All  the  FFA  members  have  to 
do  is  fill  out  the  application," 
says  scholarship  program 
director  Becky  Manning. 
"The  computer  matches  up  the 
kids  with  the  scholarships." 

Christopher  Kubal,  a 
member  of  the  Carrington 
FFA  Chapter  in  North  Dakota, 
sent  in  his  FFA  scholarship 
application  last  December. 
After  working  on  his  appli- 
cation on  and  off  for 
about  a  week,  he  came  away 
with  $1,000  scholarship  from 
the  Burlington  Northern 
Santa  Fe  Corporation.  "It 
will  pay  for  part  of  my 
college,"  says  Christopher, 
who  is  just  beginning  his 
first  year  at  Dickinson  State 
College.  "And  it  lessens  the 
burden  on  trying  to  pay  back 
some  loans."
